I.  -The  principle  being  recognised  that  Chaplains  should  not  he 
held  as  prisoners  of  war,  it  is  hereby  ordered  that  all  Chaplains  so 
held  by  the  United  States  shall  be  immediately  and  unconditionally 
discharged. 

II.  . Second  Lieutenant  William  J.  McCormick,  having  deserted 
his  regiment  in  presence  of  the  enemy,  April  28,  1862,  is  hereby, 
by  direction  of  the  President  of  the  United  States,  dismissed  the 
service.
